mission will be present with
a zoning map of Lomita,
Regional Planning Commission.

“This is a matter of self-
preservation,” McCormick said.
“Property . values - in Lomita
have been lowered because we
lack zoning laws. We are try-
ing to prevent construction of
various types of buildings
within a small area.”

Prevent ‘Pockets’

As a part of Los Angeles
County, there are no zoning reg-
ulations in Lomita. MeCormick
pointed out that it is .suicidal
planning to construct residential
and business structures without
a master plan. He explained
that this leads to pockets of
business areas encircled by the
residential community.

McCormick emphasized that
the continuance of no zoning
might be the first step in break-
ing up Lomita’s identity, mak-
ing the community ripe for be-
ing observed either into Los|
Angeles or Torrance. He said
that some opposition to a zon-
ing plan could be anticipated.

McCormick's group will ac-
—|quaint residents of Lomita
with zoning regulations, laws
governing zoning of property
and benefits that can be de-
rived from careful zone plan-
ning.
